A TOBTTOCS VOYAGE OF TWO 
YEiBS. 


A yacht thirty-two feet long and of 


three ton* harden, hu junt arrived in 
CleTcltnd after an absence of more 
than two vein, io which 5,083 miles 
were Bailed. From Cleveland, in Octo- 
ber, 1876, she went by way of the Ohio 
canal and the Ohio river to Cincinnati, 
but at Moscow, twenty-eight miles above 
Cincinnati, sho was frozen up in De- 
cember and went into winter <j<l>rters. 
The following spring and summer wore 
consumed leisurely in the Ohio river, 
ao that it waj not until November that 
she entered tho Mississippi. New Or- 
leanB was reached early in January, and 
there the party rested over a month. In 
February they passed into the gulf and 
turned their prow eastward, nhooting 
alligators for amusement, and being 
driven sshoro now and then in u gale. 
Two months were passed cruising in and 
around the bays of the Florida coast. 
exploring covea and inlets, studying; 
immense apongo red's and examining 
ancient Indiap tuounds along the shore. 
In June they turned the Southern point 
ol' Florida and were in the Atlantic. 
Sailing northward, they wore driven 
away from several point* in consequence 
of the quarantine rcgulutionH growing 
out of the yellow fever in tho South, 
At Charleston they wore udniilteJ, and 
remained there four Juyi. 
1'oaring to 


round Cape Flatturas, they wont through 
tho Dismal Ktrauip oansl. Tbe Cup urn 
rclnloH that in this canal, purrounJetl as 
they were liy the groat swamp, they 
vnuld at almost any time reach out with 
a polo mid touch a make. 
When thr 


overhanging vegetation was brushed, us 
sometimes happened, by the boat, a 
aiiako was usually shaken on to the 
boat, from which it would glide swiftly 
into the water. The remainder of the 
voyage was inland. Proceeding up the 
Chesapeake liny, the yacht passed up 
the Delaware and Hudson rivers and 
the Kric canal to Buffalo, whence tho 
voyagers sailed on (he lukc to Cleve- 
land.

whom everybody feared and haled. The 
people gave his executioner (juite un 
ovation, and when Marwood left after 
tlic execution lie was escorted to the 
station by a largo crowd, who cheered 
Itini loudly.

with him, and a man made a Hpeccli to 
tho effect that he had t'oae his duty, 
and they were proud of him. Marwood 
•eturned thanks, Haying that he had 
lever before had such a reception, anil 
'ic hoped soon to come that way again 
i pireo of grim humor which mueli 
nmuBcd the orowd.

A TOBTTOCS TOTAGE OF TWO 


TE1B8. 


A yacht thirty-two feet long and of 


three ton* harden, hu junt arrived in 
CleTcland after an absence of more 
than two vein, in which 5,083 miles 
wore sailed. 
From Cleveland, in Octo- 


ber, 1876, she went by way of the Ohio 
canal and the Ohio river to Cincinnati, 
but at Moscow, twenty-eight miles above 
Cincinnati, she waa frozen np in De- 
cember and went into winter quartern. 
The following spring and summer wore 
consumed leisurely in the Ohio river, 
ao that it waj nut until November tbat 
she entered tho Missiwiripi. 
New Or- 


leans was reached early in January, and 
there the party rested over a mouth. In 
February they passed into the gulf and 
turned their prow eastward, nhooting 
alligators for amusement, and 
being 


driven sshoro now and then in a gale. 
Two months were passed cruising in and 
around the bays of the Florida coast. 
exploring covea and 
inlets, studying 


immense sponge reel's and examining 
ancient Indiaj mounds along the shore. 
In June they turned the Southern point 
ol' Florida and were in the Atlantic. 
Sailing northward, they wore driven 
away from several points in consequence 
of the ([Uiinintine rcgulationH growing 
out of tlic yellow fever in tlio South, 
At Charleston they wore admitted, and 
remained there four days. 
1'oaring to 


round Cape Flatturas, they wont through 
tho Diurnal Stvmtip oansl. The Captain 
relates that in this canal, PurrounJed as 
they were liy the groat swamp, they 
could ut alniont any time reach out with 
a polo ntid touch a snake. 
When thr 


overhanging vegetation was brushed, us 
sometimes happened, by the boat, a 
snake wus usually shaken on to the 
boat, from which it would glide swiftly 
into the water. 
The remainder of the 


voyage waa inland. 
Proceeding op the 


Chesapeake bay, tho yacht passed up 
the Delaware and Hudson rivers and 
the Krie canal to Buffalo, whence the 
voyagers sailed on the lukc to Cleve- 
land.

Tho subscription list ran up 
to nearly 500,000, and Shape fiold lti« 
fe»rftilly and wonderfully edited sheet 
at 25 ccata per annum. It was dear 
even at that pice, although the moucy 
didn't cover tbe coit of white paper.— 
Shnpt is now bankrupt, and the 
mlr in defunct. Says Mr. Hordmau .— 
" The Atlromtr ha* iuspended, immense- 
ly in debt for paper and for everything 
it could get on credit. How much 
mane; has bocn secreted no orui knows, 
but it i« certain that * journal which 
waft mast promising in its inception Las 
been destroyed, and the moat gigantic 
confidence game ever pructiced on tho 
people exposed." He concludes by as- 
•uring the thousands oF subscribers who 
forwarded money to make purchases 
through the .itlroctti'1 thai tlicy will 
never BOO cither money or goods.
